



HAWT HORNE R ACiyp. 

The eard at Hawthorne yeeterday was the 
poorest of the meeting, although a large crowd 
was on hand and enjoyed several of the finishes. 
The track had dried out and was in very good 
shape, being about a second and half slow, The 
six and a half furlongs dash was taken by Mag- 
gie Davis, which, after leading from the first 
quarter, had to be hustled out at the end to 
beat Andes a half length. The latter was a 
rank outsider in the betting, but put up one of 
his best races and had it been seven furlongs, 
would surely have won. 

The Pride closely attended by Rival Dare 
showed the way for the first quarter with Like- 
ness a close third. Along in here Mag> ie Davis, 
which was slightly entangled at the start, 
moved up fast and joined The Pride, the two 
running neck and neck for a short distance, 
but just before rounding for heme Maggie 
Davie drew away and was never afterward 
headed. Crming down the final quarter The 
Pride and Fmma C. L. tired badly and Andes 
had little difiiculty in passing them. He made 
astroigbidto overhaul Maggie Davis in the 
last sixteenth and while he clc sed upon her in 
the final strides could not quite get up. Rival 
Dare was badly cut off cn the far turn but she 
was beaten at the time. Fmma C. L. fell away 
badly while ccming down the last eighth. 
Litences re n as if short as (he fell out of the 
contest after showing well for only a quarter. 

8tar Chamber, on the strength of his fine races 
at ^ asl ington Park in the big stakes, was 
made an odde-on favorite in the fifth race, but 
he ran a pi or race, finishing a dismal fifth. He 
seemed to be anchored with his 114 pounds im 
post and began to gradually fade away after 
seven furlongs of the route had been negotiated. 
At flfcg drop Frangible shot into the lead and, 
running well within himself, stayed there 
through the entire route, winning hands down 
by two and a half lengths from Laureate, which 
beat Knightbanneret three for second place. 
The last named horse finished rather stoutly 
and shewed a little improvement over his last 
few races. Captain Qaines ran well up to the 
last eighth and then began to sprawl. 

The four and a half furlongs scramble for 
two-year-olds was taken by Julia Junliin, which 
proved herself easily the best. Off in front to a 
gooa start the remained there ell through the 
flight, winning handily at the end by two 
lengths. It was a merry struggle for second 
place in the closing strides between Approved 
and Bercdiade. the former getting the verdict 
by a short hsad. The Bennett colt appears to 
have trained off and is nowhere near his early 
spring form. Miracle 11. put up a poor race 
and probably wants the mud to perform to his 
beet form. 

Ibhtar, long overdue, won the dry’s opener in 
rather a bandy fashion. Ethel Firopson kept 
him company clear up to the last cigl th where 
the Peniate wski filly shook her off easily and 
bad no trouble in winning by two lengths from 
Jane Oaker which finished six in front of Queen 
W. for second place. Ethel Bimpeon faded 
away in the last sixteenth. Outside of the first 
two it was a poor lot of youngsters. 

M Rome Besress started bis Esher colt, Emma 
L., in the third race, a dash of seven furlongs 
for three-year-olds, and the horse was the med- 
ium of a 1 eavy plunge, going to the post a de- 
cided favorite. Many pinned their faith to 
Whitfield on account of Bollman having the 
mount, and their confidence in the great jockey 
was rewarded by his bringing the colt home 
winner by a short length from Elmer L. in a 
desperate stretch drive. Elmer L. went into 
the lead soon after the start and appeared to 
have things bis own way up to the last eighth, 
whtie bitfield gradually closed under strong 



persuasion and got to him a sixteenth out. 
Elmer L. tired badly along in here, finally 
swerving toward the inside rail, but even at 
I that it took all of Bullman’s skill to bring his 
mount home in front. Monos finished third, 
three lengths back of the Respass colt. Ho just 
lasted long enough to beat the fast closing 
Searcher a head for the peep in. Maiden Lane 
ran well for six furlongs, and Hattie June 
showed prominently for a half. It was a poor 
lot. 

Bonnie Lissak carried off the purse in the 
last race, but she had to bo driven out to the 
last ounce to win. immediately at the barrier’s 
rise Harry Prostoc sailed into the lead and re- 
mained there by a good margin up to the last 
sixteenth, where the Dunne filly, coming strong- 
ly on the outside, nabbed him. The two fought 
it out to the line, Bonnie Lissak getting her 
head in front as they passed over it. Anchor 
finished third, four lengths away and, alto- 
gether, ran a fair race, making up some ground 
while coming down the last quarter. Constel- 
lator, backed heavily by the Ryans, ran well 
for six furlongs and then gradually lost all in- 
terest in the race. Sam Lazarus Esq. was right 
there for seven furlongs end will be a herd ^ 
horse to beat in Lis own class the next time 
mud prevails. W. B. Gates showed his speed 
for three-quarters.

had come to be regarded as one of the most im- 
portant of the year. Taking hie performance 
intocarefnl c'^nsideration. Prince of Melboorne 
would not have had such a walk-over with 
Blnee, Bonnibert, The Parader and others, had 
they started. The Bramble colts’ well-known 
ngly dlspoBitloD cropped out to Buch an extent | 
that it ia a wonder that he beat Rochester. | 
Ae a matter of fact, it was gossip yesterday 



that if McCne had ridden Rochester in strict 
accordance with instrnctions given to him 
by Trainer Donahne bafore the race there 
might have been a great tumble for some 
body. Donohne told McCne to hold Rochester 
way back and let the Prince ran himself oat. 
In other words, allow plenty of rope to the 
Bramble colt with the idea that he would bang 
himself. As all trainers knew fall well that the 
Prince, when working alone, was wont to show 
a tendency to ran ont at the tarn by the pad- 
dock and stop. Donahne’s idea was that if left 
alone the Bramble colt was liable to stop stock 
still, and then would be the time to go on with 
Rochester. As it was, McCue made the mistake 
of going ahead with the Potomac gelding too 
soon, for the moment the Prince fonnd that 
there was another horse in the race to go ont 
in front of him he ran with good will and 
plenty of speed. On the strength of what the 
Prince dii, therefore, it is not at all snrprising 
to bear that several owners are sincerly sorry 
now that they did not start their horses. 

•‘The Ncptnne Stakes, to ba run next Satur- 
day, may prudnce a field of interesting (inality 
and proportions, as among the eligible two- 
year-olds are AUan-a-Dale, Compnte, Canard, 
De Reszke, Faranlass, Golden Cottage, Gold- 
smith, Hyphen, Nastnrtinm, Otis, Peninenla, 
Port Royal, San Shower, Telescope, The Rival, 
Yankee and others. It is probable, however, 
that Nastartinm will not be seen, as he has 
been on the sick list ever since he won the 
Doable Event at Shoepshead Bay on Sabarban 
day. Mr. Whitney is reserving the great colt 
for the Fatarity, the richest two-year-old event 
of the year. Though that race is six weeks off, 
the candidates are already aoder discussion, 
and, according to present indications, it will be 
a field of the highest quality. William C. Whit- 
ney and John E. Madden appear at present to 
have the best chance to win the great race. 
Mr, Whitney has Nastnrtinm, Goldsmith and 
King Hanover among the entries, while Mr. 
Madden can start Blue Girl, Yankee, City 
Bank, Peoinsola, Flywheel, Gunfire, Black 
Stock and Heno. Ontside of these, however, 
there are dangerous factors, especially A. H. A 
D. H. Morris’ Compnte, winner of the $15,000 
Foxhall Stakes; Green B. Morris’ Canard, who 
has not been seen since be won the National 
Stallion Stakes; A. Featherstona’s crack filly, 
Hatasoo and others. It is a canse for regret 
that J. G. Follansbee’s Cameron is not eligible, 
as the colt appears to be one of the best seen 
this year. Incidentally, Mr. Follansbee’s Roe- 
hamptoD is another horse who wonld perform 
well in soma of the more important stake 
events. Roehampton, with six consecntive vic- 
tories to his credit, has demonstrated qnite 
clearly that there are few three-year-olds in 
training who are his master. His remarkable 
race last Friday, when he ran a mile and an 
eighth in 1 :5U^, which equaled the best record 
ever made in this conntry, showed his worth in 
DO unmistakable manner. 

"The accident to Jockey Wilkerson last Friday 
proved among other things that there shonld be 
a rnle prohibiting boys under a certain weight 
from riding. Wilkerson is too small and li^ht 
to be entrasted with the handling of all kinds 
of horses. He lacks physique and strength, and 
for that reason alone he has had two narrow 
escapes from death. Jnst why such midgets 
are pat up whan large boys can easily fill the 
same requirements is a mystery. There are sev- 
eral other youngsters riding at local tracks 
who are irresponsible and should bo kept on 
the ground. Wilkerson will never be allowed 
to ride again, if his half-brother. H. T. Grifiin, 
has anything to say. The boy will be laid up 
for some time with a dislocated shoulder and a 
cracked collar bone as a result of his fall from 
Merriment. Only a week ago a boy named 
Olandt received a mount at Brighton Beach 
and was promp.ly thrown at the post. He was 
so small and inexperienced that the stew- 
ards decided that he conld not ride agiin until 
he was more fit for the duties required of him. 
Some day one of these little fellows will be 
killeu. Then there will be a hue and cry about 
it and action will be taken. But it would be 
better to step in now with a mandate that 
would effectively put a stop to a practice that 
is endangeriog human life and limb each day. 

’’There are many stories afloat regarding the 
new racetrack to be backed by^ammaoy poli- 
ticians, including State Senator P. H. McCar- 
ren and Timothy D. Sullivan. While it is a fact 
that the land has been pnrchased at Jamaica 
and work on the plant will begin soon, nobody 
seems to know at what time of the! j eat the j 
track will do business under the law. Some 
have asserted that the coarse would supplant 
Aqueduct, but President Reilly of the Qneens 
County Jockey Clnb, by making arrangements 
for new stands and other improvements, killed j 
that yarn some time ago. Others have made 
the statement that there would be racing at 
Jamaica during the Saratoga meeting next
